More than 15,000 persons, they 
said, will have a part in carrying 
cut provisions of the measure, 
which the senate passed late yes- 
terduy and sent to the White 
House. These persons include more 
than 8,000 employes of the agri- 
cultural adjustment administra- 
tion, and the iaembers of some 
2,950 state and county committees, 

Two republican senators Cup- 
per of Kansas and Frazier of 
North Dakota— joined with 53 
democrats and Norris (Ind.), 
Nebraska, in approving the meas- 
ure. The 81 votes cast against 
it came from 17 democrats, 11 re- 
publicans, two farmer - laborites 
and Senator LaFollette (Prog.), 
Wisconsin, 

“This is the best farm bill that 
has ever been enacted by the con- 
gress to deal with a great problem 
oi American life,” said Democratic 
Leader Barkley of Kentucky. 

Republilan Leader McNary of 
Oregon, on the other hand, com- 
mented; ‘This bill does only one 
new thing for farmers, It puts 
new restrictions upon them and 
blankets them with compulsion, It 
will make every farmer a vassal of 
the secretary of agriculthre.”’ 

The measure, written by a 3en- 
ate-house committee from separate 
bills passed in December by the 
two chambers, establishes a sys- 
tem under which the agriculture 
secretary, working with farmer 
committeemen, may prescribe limi- 
tations on the quantity of wheat, 
corn, cotton, rice and tobacco 
grown or marketed, 

In general, it involves adjust- 
ment, of production according to 
estimates of supply and demand. 
When supplies are deemed too 
high, two-thirds of the farmers 
voting in referendum can impose 
marketing restrictions on all farm- 
ers. Penalties are provided for 
non-observance, 

The new program will be made 
to fit in with revisions put into the 
soil conservation program last Sep- 
tember. Soil conservation benefits 
will continue for minor crops, and 
the cost of the joint program must 
be held to “available funds’’— 
which have been averaging about 
$500,000,000 yearly. 

Because of the nearness of the 
crop planting season in the South, 
first endeavors under the new leg- 
islation will deal with cotton and 
flue-cured tobacco—the only two | 
major crops now burdened with | 
excessive supplies. Not until Au- 
gust, officials said, will it be pos- 
sible to determine whether mar- 
keting quotas are to be imposed 
on corn. Acreage allotments, now- 
ever, will be made as soon as pos- 
sible. The measure provides that 
marketing quotas shall not be ap- 
plied to wheat and rice this season. 

The bill requires that the cotton 
auotas be ordered within 10 days 
and the tobacco quotas within 15 
days after the president signs the 
legislation. 

Establishment of the quotas, 
which would fix the amount indi- 
vidual growers could market free 
of penalties, would be followed by 
referenda to determine whether 
the affected growers approved 
them, The measure requires that 
the cotton referendum be held 
within 30 days and the tobacco 
referendum within 45 days after 
final enactment, If approved, al- 
lotment of acreage goals to the 
states, counties and _ individual 
growers would follow. 

Under marketing quotas, each 
cotton grower would be limited to 
sale of that commodity actually 
produced on his acreage allotment, 
unless he paid a penalty tax of two 
cents a pound this year.

Much might be said at this point 
but we must limit ourselves to two 
| thoughts, Note that the Lord chooses 

his own workers; we do not choose 
to work for Him. Then be en- 
couraged by the fact that He chose 
men of widely differing gifts, tem- 
peraments, and personal character- 
istics. 

Then we note that He called some 
of unusual ability, others with little 
ability; some learned, and some 
unlearned—fishermen, a tax-gather- 
er, and others of various occupa- 
tions. Note that none were by pro- 
fession preachers. What a comfort 
it is to those who are in Christian 
work to remember that it is not 
what we are or may have been that 
counts; it is what Christ is and 
what he can do with and through 
us! 

There was one traitor—Judas. 
The papers of our day like to mag- 
nify the misdeeds of erring preach- 
; ers. What a disgrace they are to 
the name of Christ! But remember, 
there was a Judas even among the 
twelve. 

Ill. Preparation for

God has many ways to prepare 
His servants—but it seems that 
they all experience the heart-break- 
ing disappointment of misunder- 
Standing and the heart-warming joy 
of intimate fellowship with the Lord. 

Look at verse 21 and you will 
realize that the family and friends 
of Jesus thought He was crazy be- 
cause He devoted Himself so whole- 
heartedly to the service of His Fath- 
er. Is it not strange that if a man 
becomes a scientist he is honored if

he ruins his health in zealous re- 
search? If he is a business man 
he may burn the lights late in the 
pursuit of wealth, but if he chooses 
to give his life to the greatest of 
all occupations open to man—servy- 
ice for Christ—his friends and rela- 
tives try to deter him by calling 
him a fanatic. 

Beautiful beyond words is the oth- 
er side of our picture. Those who

“Behold ... my brethren” (vy. 34). 
Family and friends may ridicule 
or seek to dissuade us, but we 
have one who sticketh closer than a 
brother (Prov.

RURAL WOMEN AND GIRLS 
PRODUCE MORE FARM GOODS 

AUBURN, Ala.—Over $8,250,000 
worth of farm products was pro- 
cuced by 54,781 rural women and 
girls in 61 Alabama counties dur- 
ing 19387, reports Helen Johnston, 
State home demonstration agent, 
in summarizing reports from coun- 
ty home demonstration agents. 

The reports show that $6,832,- 
377.92 worth of products was pro- 
duced and consumed at home and 
$1,457,399.08 worth was sold for 
cash, 

Cash sales included: $366,777.08 
on 16 curb markets; $216,298 of 
fruits and vegetables; $301,066 of 
eggs; $206,345 of poultry; $256,818 
of dairy products from home 
dairies; $63,920 of food products; 
$10,116 of home industries; $6,305 


in prizes; and $29,759 in other 
ways. 

Products produced and consum- 
ed at home included: $2,271,000 
of fresh fruits and vegetables 
from home gardens; $1,736,012.92 
of fruits, vegetables and meats 


conserved for home use during’ the 
winter; $1,305,700 of dairy prod- 
ucts from home dairies; $1,082,058 
of poultry products; $317,042 saved 
on garments made at home; $37,- 
188 saved by home dry cleaning; 
and $82,452 saved through home 
management and home furnishing 
program, 


At the close of 1987 more than 
15,000 farmers in the Southeast 
were cooperating on 2,250,000 acres 
of land with the soil conservation 
service and state extension servic- 
es in perfecting and demonstrat-

New Irish Constitution. 
“A new constitution, adopted for 
Ireland by a general vote of the 
citizens, July 1, created the ‘Re-

constitution is concerned only with 
internal affairs. 

“Final agreement on the bound- 
ary between Colombia and Panama, 
parts of which had been in dis- | 
pute for more than 30 years, was 
reached by an exchange of notes 
between the two countries early in 
December. | 


“A pact was signed December 10 | 
in San Jose, Costa Rica, by repre- 


sentatives of Nicaragua and Hon- 
duras pledging the two countries 
to settle peacefully the boundary 


dispute which threatened earlier in 
the year to lead to hostilities. 

“Two changes occurred in the 
membership of the League of Na- 
tions. Paraguay withdrew Febru- | 
ary 24, after having given two 
years notice of her intention to do 
so. Egypt was admitted May 26. 
Italy gave notice December 11 of 
intention to withdraw. Withdrawal 
becomes complete two years after 
filing notice. 


“The new constitution for Brazil, 
proclaimed by presidential edict 
November 10 4and subject to pleb- | 
iscite later) strengthens the central 
government at the expense of the 
states. The president is to serve 
six years. 

“Under the new constitution in 
India, which went into effect April 
1, the eleven provinces and more 
than 600 native states send dele- 
gates to a congress or parliament 
of two houses which legislates on 
federal matters for all India. 


Hostilities in China, 


“The hostilities which have led 
to the occupation of hundreds of | 
thousands of square miles of Chi- 
nese territory by Japan and the 
loss of scores of thousands of Chi- 
nese lives, began near Peiping, July 
7, when shots were exchanged by 
Chinese and Japanese soldiers. 
Shanghai, 600 miles to the south, 
was attacked by Japanese forces 
August 13. Fighting has continued 
on both fronts, although war has 
never been declared, 


“In the north, Japanese armies 
have conquered all of the provinces 
of Chahar, Suiyuan, and Hopei, and 
large parts of Shansi and Shantung. 
Farther south they have taken pos- 
session of China’s metropolis, 
Shanghai, and its capital, Nanking, 
and a large area of the Yangtze val- 
ley between the two cities. As the 
year drew to a close Japanese 
forces were advancing farther up 
the Yangtze toward Hankow.

“With a state quota assignment 
of 2,097,000 acres, Alabama will 
move promptly at top speed in 
application of provisions of the 
new agricultural adjustment act,” 
says P. O. Davis, director, Ala- 
bama Extension Service, in a let- 
ter to County Agent Sexton. 

The 2,097,000 acre quota is Ala- 
bama's share of the national allot- 
ment of approximately 26,500,000 
acres which the U, S, Department 
of Agriculture estimates will pro- 
duce this year, with normal yields, 
a crop of £0 to 11 million bales. 
In 1987, Alabama’s quota was 2,- 
866,000 acres. 

The state's allotment will be 
apportioned to the counties prin- 
cipally on the basis of the acreage 
planted in cotton, together with 
the acreage diverted from cotton 
during the past five years, The 
Act, however, provides that no 
county's allotment for 1988 and 
1939 will be less than 60 per cent 
of the acreage planted to cotton 
in 1937, including 60 per cent of 
the acreage diverted from cotton 
in 1937. 

Not more than two per cent of 
the state's acreage allotment will 
be assigned to new growers—grow- 
ers on farms which did not grow 
cotton during the past three years. 

Marketing quotas for cotton will 
go into effect this year if approv- 
ed by two-thirds of the producers 
voting on the quotas in a referen- 
dum which will be held within 
30 days.

marketing quota 
will be the actual production on 
his allotted acres or the normal 
production on his allotted acres, 
whichever is higher. ‘This means, 
the extension director said, that 
“a farmer who does not plant 
more than his acreage allotment 
may sell all of the cotton he pro- 
duces without penalty, regardless 
of the amount.” 

Sales in excess of marketing 
quotas will be taxed 2 cents per 
pound during the first marketing 
year and 3 cents per pound if sold 
in a subsequent year, The tax 
will be collected by the buyer at 
the time of the sale. 

The penatly, however, does not 
apply on any farm where the pro- 
duction is 1,000 pounds of lint or 
less, provided the producer submits 
& work sheet and received an al- 
lotment. 

If a farmer plants cotton in ex- 
cess of his acreage gllotment he 
will lose all soil conservation pay- 
ments, his cotton price adjustment 
payment and the chance to obtain 
a full loan on the marketing quota 
for his farm. 

The Act provides special provi- 
sions for small growers, including 
increase in all payments less than 
$200.00. 

Payments are to be divided be- 
tween landlords and tenants in pro-

28 Lives Reported Lost 

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Feb, 10. 
Three rivers and their numerous 
tributaries roared an ominous flood 
threat to Arkansas as other sec- 
tions of the South shook off 
effects of weather and pneumonia 
which had claimed at least 28 lives. 

Hundreds fled from their low- 
land homes as the Ouchita, Arkan- 
sas and White Rivers, swollen by 
a week’s downpour, spilled their 
excess burden over their banks, 

Relief workers in Rodessa, La., 
commenced rehabilitation work in 
the oil community where a tor- 
nado left at least 25 dead, 41 in- 
jured and four missing,
